To Be of Growing Importance 


Every once in a while, he 
reports, City Manager John R. 
Johnson decides to re-evaluate 
how he spends his time. He 
keeps notes for a full week, 
and then analyzes how much of 
his time has been spent doing 
various things. 


One of the largest-looming 
jobs—both in the time devot- 
ed to it and its monetary im- 
portance—is that of purchas- 
ing. 

Generally speaking, John- 
son points out, the city does 
its purchasing on an “item 
by item” basis. 

The alternative “contract” 
method is said to have advan- 
tages, but buying units of 
equipment one at a time 
seems economical, too.

machines are tried; the one 
that seems to fulfill the neces- 
sary functions best, within the 
limits of reasonable cost, is 
then purchased. 

Business machine and vehi- 
cle purveyors sometimes argue 
in behalf of the “economy” of 
the contract system, under 
which a single seller attempts 
to provide for all the city’s 
needs. 

The pitch is that, “if we sell 
you in volume we can take a 
little off the purchase price of 
each unit and you'll save.” A 
corollary pitch goes, “Our en- 
tire organization backs up this 
larger purchase, guarantees 
satisfaction and replacement 
of units as needed.” 

Still, Johnson says, it’s been 
found that getting the suppli- 
ers to bid against each other 
for single pieces of machinery 
seems to be the best method. 
Various manufacturers and 
suppliers get “hungry” at dif- 
ferent times and new models 
come out which change the rel- 
ative quality of goods. 

The supplier, on the oth- 
er hand, likes to do business 
with the city. He knows he’s 
going to get paid. 

Recently the city found it- 
self faced with the problem of 
securing office furniture for 
the new police station. 

Some of it is highly special- 
ized; some could be the usual 
office stuff. 

To protect the city’s invest- 
ment, it was necessary to find 
out what standards have been 
adopted by other public agen- 
cies in the past. 

Johnson said he got consid- 
erable help from the county 
purchasing agent and the pur- 
chasing agent of the city of Pa- 
lo Alto—both of whom are full- 
time specialists in the field. 

The information passed 
along by the employees of the 
other cities was quite valuable 
in helping set up Menlo Park’s 
list of specifications on which 
bids were called, Johnson ex- 
plains. 

The purchase of city vehi- 

cles is another problem. 

Staff members aren’t ‘auto 
proud” and the city manager, 
building inspector and recrea- 
tion director all have been as- 
signed older vehicles. 

The police department, of 
course, has to have vehicles in 
top shape at all times; these 
are traded in either at 80,000 
miles or at the end of 18 
months, whichever comes first. 

The city generally asks bids 
from dealers representing the 
“low-priced three” of automo- 
tivedom. 

Consideration must also be 
made for “police options” 
which some manufacturers can 
build into the vehicles: such 
things as heavy plastic seats, 
heavy-duty transmissions, and 
in some cases, bigger motors. 

Too, the experience of other 
law enforcement agencies is at 
times consulted. 

Some autos have “bugs” 
which increase maintenance 
and operations costs and 
these have to be avoided also. 

When one gets into a study 
of the merits of other motor 
vehicles the city has to have — 
steam-rollers, tractors, and 
street-sweeping machines—the 
problems get even more com- 
plicated. 

Thus it is that whenever 
Johnson takes out his notebook 
and reassesses how he spends 
his time, hes’ apt to find that 
more and more of it goes to 
the study of purchasing.

For that matter they couldn't - 


even swing the winner, Jack. 
Kennedy, in this area. , 
Looking at the history of 
voters here, this is no ‘sur- 
prise. Repeatedly the Demo- 
cratic candidates for con- 
gress, senate and assembly 
have failed to win even with 
their registration majority. 

Most everyone figured that 
the presidential voting would 
be close, but the fact that Ken- 
nedy was growing stronger and 
at the last was the favorite, lo- 
cal candidates should have 
had a good chance to ride a- 
long on his coat-tails.

James Fitzgerald of San 
Bruno, who is ready to take 
his place on the board Jan. 1, 
got his heavy support in the 
extreme north county area 
down as far as Millbrae. . He 
carried Redwood City by 1100 
but it is evident that the big 
ruckus Callan’s sons had over 
the multi-million dollar’ devel- 
opment near Daly City brought 
his political downfall. 

Most observers feel that his 
loss in Redwood City is dt- 
finitely blamed on his opposi- 
tion to the county pay’ raises 
this year. Well, one thing, is 
certain, Callan was elected..on 
a pledge to “cut taxes” and he 
has done his best to keep coun- 
ty costs as low as possible. 

Fitzgerald thinks they can 
be reduced even more (10 
cents in the last two years). 
What a rude awakening he 
will get when he starts mull- 
ing over the county’s almost 
$30 million budget and the 
clamoring for more services, 
higher pay, more parks and 
refreation, more buildings, 
ete. 

Only the most hopeful die- 
hards gave the Democratic 
candidates any chance to beat 
Congressman J. Arthur.

Three from City

Three local representatives 
will attend a one-day institute | 
to consider legislation for im- 
proved library service to be 
held Friday in San Jose. 

Mrs. Ruth Mathison, super- 
visor of extension for San Ma- 
teo county libraries; Philip 
Morales, city librarian of the 
Menlo Park city-county affili- 
ated library and Mrs. Joseph 
A. Searroni, past chairman of 
the Menlo Park Friends of the 
Library, are the delegates. 

The Institute is sponsored 
by the Public Library Execu- 
tives of Central California. 

The Institute will consider

Vote Analysis:

If the presidential election 
ballot total is an indication, 11,- 
882 registered voters from 
within the city made it to the 
polls. There are 14,337 regi- 
stered voters in the city. Thus,

In Atherton, with a four-to- | 
one Republican registration | - 
plurality, 2508 votes were cast, 
with the results three and a 
half to one in favor of the| 
vice president. There are 4186 
registered voters in the town 
and thus, it would seem only 
about 60 percent of Atherton’s 
voters made it to the polls. 


East Palo Aito, incidental- 
ly, stayed Democratic against 
Congressman Younger, giv- 
ing a plurality to his oppon- 
ent, Dr. John Kaster. The 
area also gave a Democratic 
nod to Senator Dolwig’s ap- 
ponent, William Gately, and 
put together a two-to-three 
plurality for Alan Baldwin, 
Democratic opponent of 
Britschgi. 

Pre-election campaigning in 
the East Palo Alto area was 
relatively light as far as the 
local candidates were concern- 
éd, and observers have specu- 
lated that area residents who 
might have been in doubt pret- 
ty much stuck with the straight 
party ticket. 

Recent installation of elec- 
tronic machinery has speeded 
vote counting at the court- 
house, but it is so set up that 
county totals come first, area 
totals next. 

A new designation shows in 
the lineup of areas: “Menlo 
Jutside” now refers to a few 
scattered unincorporated areas 
between Menlo Park and Ath- 
erton and “The Alameda” re- 
“ers to the unincorporated area 
hounded by the Sharon estate, 
Atherton, and Menlo Park. 

There were approximately

In 1957, the North Fair 
Oaks Property Owners Asso- 
ciation sent a letter to the 
County Board of Supervisors 
asking that some way be 
| found to alleviate the serious 
| North Fair Oaks traffic prob- 
lems on Middlefield road 

Little county progress was 
made after this first request 
and again, the property owners 
organization asked for relief, 
| suggesting that gas tax funds 
be implemented by the county. 

Then followed a series of 
moves and countermoves in 
the negotiations to determine 
how the county and landown- 
ers should share the costs. 

Two alternate plans were 
submitted by the county engi- 
neer for consideration of pro 
perty holders and were termed 
A and B. 

Under Plan A, the county 
would furnish $291,122, and 
the owners $239,618, for a to- 
tal of $530,740. 

Plan B called for a county 
share of $280,532 with $299,080 
to be supplied by the landown- 
ers. The total was $568,612. 

A questionnaire was sent out 
by the North Fair Oaks Proper- 
ty Association to all affected 


persons in the area. After re-|*. 
ceipt of tht questionnaires, the | : 


group indicated favor with the 
kind of improvements envis- 
aged in plan B—diagonal park- 
ing stalls with an 85-foot road- 
way. But they objected to the 
terms of the financing. 

More negotiations were held. 

Eventually, the Board of Su- 
pervisors and the property 
holders agreed on this method: 

The county would pay for 
four-laning Middlefield road 
for the one-mile stretch, pay 
half the cost of land acquisi- 
tion and all of the cost of 
building removal. 

The property owners would 
pay, through assessment, for 
the installation of sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters, plus the 10- 
foot paved area for diagonal 
parking, and one-half the cost 
of land acquisition. 

The program, reduced in to- 
tal cost from both Plans A and 
B, thus meant that the county 
share would be an estimated 
$230,000, while residents would 
pay $217,218—a total of about 
$447,218, 

The contract for the project 
was awarded by the Board of 
Supervisors to Cotherman and 
Judd, a Mountain View firm, 
and the major reconstruction 
of Middlefield road in North 
Fair Oaks began in May of this 
year. 

It was the first real facelift- 
ing for the area in the more 
than 35 years since North Fair 
Oaks came into being. 

Today was the official com- 
pletion date for the job. Al- 
though some cleanup work re-
